Anglo-Chinese Commerce and Diplomacy (Mainly in the Nineteenth 
Century). By A. J. Sargent. (Oxford: Clarendon Press, 
1907. Pp. 332. 12s. 6d. net.) 

A monograph upon the history of Chinese foreign trade from 
its beginning to the Russo-Japanese war, with particular reference 
to Great Britain. It is divided throughout between two themes, 
the diplomatic history and the technical course of trade. These 
are carried along in alternate chapters. 

The chief subjects standing out in the work are, the history of 
the East India Company in China from 1596 to 1834, the Opium 
War, the important conventions and treaties, the judicial control 
of foreigners, the native hongs, customs duties and regulations, 
likin and transit dues, missionaries, railways, shipping conferences, 
spheres of influence, the anti-foreign movement, the economic 
self-sufficiency of China, the effect of changes in the gold price of 
silver upon Chinese foreign trade, and detail histories of the tea, 
opium, cotton and woolen trades. 

It is a carefully and logically interpreted piece of economic his- 
tory. The tone is dispassionate, the style clear and very compact. 
There is evinced a thorough acquaintance with English documen- 
tary material. There are, besides, an analytical table of contents 
and index, a bibliography, a note on statistical information, and 
four pages of diagrams.
